, tfrom tlto Springfield ./mifyioJ wo cf>py 
the following: "Dr. John C. Butler, of 
Dccatur, father of Mre. II. II. Horqan, 
of thig city, died on Friday nlfiht last, 
very suddenly, at tho residence of Ills 
daughter, Mrs. W, W. Irish, in Moalwc- 
qua, Shelby county, In this State. Dr. 
Butler was born February 23, 1705, In 
Baltimore county, Maryland. Ho stud- 
ied medicine in Hogeritown, under Dr. 
Darcy, a physlcUn of high repute in 
that State, almost three-fourths of a ccn. 
tury ago.' 
After being admitted to 


practice ho was engaged in his profess- 
ion for a number of years in his native 
State. In 18!)4 ho removed to St. Louis, 
and in 1887 was married ,to Miss Uliwibclh 
Ogle, only daughter of tlio late Samuel 
Ogle, of St. Cluii county, Illinois.' In 
1840 lie located at BelloTillc, and was for 
many years laboriously and successfully 
engaged in his profession. Dr, l!ull«r 
was »n ardent Demo'crot," cVcu to tho 
extreme limits of the views of Iho ullra 
(Jttllinim school, and, perhaps to the end 
of llin life, viiturtaluAtl nnd expressed 
his political sentiments without fiesltn- 
liou or reserve. In 1807, enfeebled by 
age, anfl having tctircd from tho prac- 
tice Of his profession, ho removed lo the 
city of Dccutilr, where ho lived in al- 
most total seclusion nnlil hia death."
